At 7.80 a.m. todsy H.H. the Khedive’s 
train steamed out of Moharrem Bey station 
to the acoompaniment of the salutes fired by 
the Kom el Dik guns. ~ , ; 

The station was crowded at an early har 
by holders of special invitations to witness the 
departare of his-Highness for Cairo. Among 
thoco present were Mahmoud Sidky Pashs, 
Governor of Alexandria, Admiral Sir R. M. 
Blomfield, Chitty Bey, Cobbe Bey and other 
important officials, thonlema‘and the heads 
of the various religious ‘communities, and a 
great namber of native and Baropean notables. 

The streets had: been decorated and were 
thronged with sightseers, and a strong -con- 
tingent of boy. musi¢ians from the Moslem 
charitable schools was drawn up in Cherif 
Pasha-street. They played the Khedivial hymn 
and uttered the Turkish salate of “Efendimiz 
chok yashs,” as the Khedive drove up to the 
station in the company of H.H. Prince Aziz 
Pasha Hassan, escorted by well-monnt 
tropers avd followed by carriages containing 
the Ministers (of whom 'T.B. Boutros Pasha 
Ghali snd Hossein Pasha Fakry came up 
from Cairo-yesterday) and the principal officials 
of the Maieh Savieh:

The following letter appears in the “Times” 


of the 18th inst. :— 
Sir,—I have read your notice of this matter 


in your issue ot to-day, and ask you to permit 


me to mske comment on it on behalf of my 
clients, the next-of-kin. 

Tbe claimants do. not “invoke such preced- 
ents as the seignearial rights over landed 
property’ ia: Borope daring the Middle Ages 
by virtue of conquest” in support of their claim, 
but to rebut Lord Cromer’s assertion that the 
Daira Sanieh properties were first acquired by 
the .Khedive Ismail in an illegal manner, 
considering aa they do that this assertion is an 
aspersion upon their late father’s memory. 

The point is, after all, s side issue, but it 
bas this importance, that .if. the title of the 
Khedivial family be impugned the Egyptian 
Government, who can only derive their title 
through the Khedivial family (since confisca- 
tions are prohibited in the Ottoman Empire 
since the Hatti Cherif of Gull Hane (1839), 

by the Hatt Houmayoun of 1856, 
and extentéd to Egypt by the Firman of 1867 
constitating the Egyptian Viceroyalty), impugn 
their own title. 

As a matter of fact the Daira Sanieh pro- 


avy inquiry into the first acquisition of the 
Daira Sanieh properties. 

The real point at issue is that if the Egyptian 
Government have any title at all they must 
have derived it- through Ismail Pashs, and 
that if there ever was apy transfer or even apy 
promise to transfer by him it was for s specific 
parpose only—namely, that the deficit which 
then existed might be wiped ont.

They take a diametrically opposite view, and 
including, as they do, the late M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau, M. Poinosré,and others, their opinion 
is equally entitled to weight, -

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THE FATE OF NELSON'S 
SIGNALMAN. 


The finding, in a state of abject destite- 
tion, forty-one years efter Trafalgar, of the 
man who, with his own hands, hoisted 
Neleon’s signal on board the Victory, is 
a pathetic little story. It was quite acci- 
dental, and throngh o medical msn, then 
living in South London, the son of the sur- 
geon of avotber old Trafalgar” man-o’-war, 
the Tonnant. The doctor, as he himself 
relates, had a practice in the then respect- 
able neighbourhood of Upper Stamford- 
street, Blackfriars, when one day, in the 
winter of 1816, somethiog prompted him to 
take notice of “an old and broken-down man 
who made a scanty livelihood by. crying 


streets.” He had often seen the old map, 
who appesred to be a qaick, sharp-witted old 
man, and had a great reputation for sagacity 
among the lower class of neighbours. Becom- 
ing interested in him, the doctor,in due-course, 
bad some inquiries made, daring which a 
surprising fact came out, “We discovered that 
be was an old sailor famed John Roome, and 
that he had served with, Nelson at Trafalgar— 
in fect, that he was then & signalman on board 
the Vittory, That led to further inquiries,and 
one day the old man-was called indoors and 
questioned, with a view of seeing if anything 
could be done. to better his position. “I’at 
length,” says the doctor, ‘took the opportunity 
of calling tha man in, and then seating him 
before me, asked him: Who was the signal 
officer on board the Victory at Trafalgar ? He 
replied : Mr, Pasco,.sir. Did you serve under 
him ? Yes. Who, thén, hoisted the, signal 
‘England ‘expects every man to do his duty’? I 
did. I bad felt somewhat prepared ‘for this 
answer; still, as it was uttered I could scarce- 
ly refrain from &-demons‘ration ,of reverence 
towards the old embarrassed signalman, who 
sat uneasily before me.” 

Old Roome was then 68 years of age. He 
had been a seaman from his early youth, 
although he hadserved only three or fonr 
years in the Royal Navy. His . utelligence 
and amartness as a isd got him: rated A.B. 
soon after \entering ‘the Navy, and then he 
became a signalman, After ‘ unfor- 
tunately he had deserted, a-d the “2 (Bun) 
against his name debarred him ‘from’ pension. 
The case, however, Was brought to the notice 
of Captain Pasco (Nelson's fisg-licutenant at 
Trafalgar), then filling the post of captain of 
the Victory, and he took up the cause of 
“my old ehipmate,” as he called Roome, 
warmly, and in the end so successfally that he 
was able to get Roome admitted’to Greenwich 
Hospital as in-pensioner for life. At Greenwich 
old Roome lived for thirteen years in comfort, 
and making a “good thing,” we are told, out 
of the ‘tips’’ given him by old naval officers 
and their friends. Hedied in December, 1860, 
in the same month that saw the launch of the 
first ironclad ever built for the British Navy, 
the Warrior. 

Roome’s, discovery and arrival at Green- 
' wich Hospital, it would appear from all 
acoounta, was not received very warmly 
there. It spoiled a pretty little game that 
had .been going on for years, and seriovsly 
affected a very profitable little basiness that 
some of the Greenwich pensioners had long 
carried on at Greenwich in tho neighboarhood 
of ths Hoepital, partioalarly with country 
visitora to the place, wlio were always asking 
to be shown “the man who hoisted Nelson's 
signal.” The pensioners, \we are told, were 
always ready to oblige. "Some “Greenwich 
canary’—as pensioners in disgrace for getti: g 
drank on Sonday, who wore the punishment 
dress of a long, yellow coat with red sleevee, in 
place of the ordinary dark blue uniform coat— 
was, it is on record, as  regalar thing palmad 
off on the gaping visitors ss the very man. It 
was added, to improve the occasion and draw 
more coppers, that the peouliar garb of the 
“canaries,” of whom there were always three 
or four to be seen aboat, was “worn as s/spécial 
Admiralty privilege exclusively by man who 
had fought on board the Victory at Trafalgar!” 
It is on record farthermore, indeed, that some- 
times two or three of the “canaries” themselves 
would be showing’ people rodnd at the eame 
time, each touring his own little party of 
country visitdrs, and passing himself off as the 
oné and only Trafalgar signalman in existence. 


EXHIBITION OF BRITISH GROWN 
COTTON. 


The British Cotton Grote’! Astookalan’s 
exhibition of cotton grown within the limits 
of the British Bmpire was opened in Man- 
chester Iast wesk by the Lord Mayor. The 
exbibition inclades a'l specimens which were 
‘displayed some time ago at the Tejerial 
Institute, with many additions. "here was o> 
view Sea Island cotton from the West Indig: 
trea cotton and Egyptien: cottes fram Indi«, 
Ezyptian and American cotte froin “Best 
Africa, dad native and American ‘enttes Zrom 
West Africa. Mr. J. A. Hatton, vice-president 
of the association, said visjtors to the exhiti- 
tion could ees for theingelves the truth of the 
assertion that cotton suitable for Lancashire 
could be grown in the British Empire. The 
ramples were taken. from shipments represent- 
ing the production of thousands of acres, They 
had already received this year over 4,00 bales 
from the West Indies, over 3,000 from West 
Africa, snd over 500 bales from Eset Africa, 
representing a value of well over £100,000. 
Large shipments were coming in every week, 
and there was every reason to hope that before 
the end of the year we should have received 
over £200,000 worth of cotton, every pound 
#f which was dae to the work of the assopiation,
